TEXAS RIVERS ARE FALLING. 


Overflows Have Washed Away All 
the Crops Nearly. 


Houston, Tex., April g—As a rule tne 
Texas rivers are now falling and there is 
not much danger of a general flood. The 
crops have been damaged over a wide 
area, but there is still time for farmers to 
replent if they can get the seed. Corn 
has been planted over once and will have 
to be planted the third time. The farm- 
ers, as a rule, have not planted much 
cotton because the heavy rains have kept 
them out of the fields. The railroads have 
lost manv small bridges, and it will be a 
Week before. traffic resumes its normal 
condition. 

Smithville reports tremendous rains 
have fallen throughout that section, the 
main flood in the Colorado from the break 
in the great Austin uam reaching there 
this evening. The river is on 4 thirty- 
eight foot rise at 7 p. m., and rising one 
foot an hour. It is estimated that over 
5,00 acres of growing crops in the bottom 
lands within five miles of town have 
been inundated by from ten to fifteen 
feet. The loss will reach over $50,000. The 
stock has been drowned. No deaths have 
been reported so far from drowning. 

Great excitement and uneasiness pre- 
Vailed last night. 

Cameron reports the flood in Little river 
how equals that of last July.

CHARLESTON’S FREE LIQUOR 


Whisky Emptied in Sewer Overflows 
Into Cisterns. 
S. C., April 8.—(Special.)— 
Free zcocktalis are being served at the 
custom house these days, where $1,000 
worth of fine Cabinet rye whisky was 
dumped the other day, while state con- 
stables were trying to break in the doors. 
As already told in The Constitution, the 
custom house blind tiger has been under 
invesigation for more than a week. The 
constables were making things so hot for 
the officials the other day that thirty- 
nine barrels of liquor could not be re- 
moved, and in order to throw aside sus- 
picion the liquor had to be poured into 
the sewers. There was so much dumped 
at once that the pipes could not carry it 
off and as a result a great part of the 
stuff was forced through other pipes and 
finally drifted into the cistern from which 
the drinking water was drawn.

The water from the custom house cis- 
tern is used at the Clyde Steamship Com- 
pany’s office and the clerks mixed cock- 
tails today. The only ingredients needed 
were sugar and ice and a dash of bitters. 
It was really surprising how strong the 
drinks were and for a time the fact that 
free drinks were on tap created a decided 
sensation about the custom house. It 
was a novel experience. 

‘Older officials at the building who did 
not go in for free drinks put in a com- 
plaint about the condition of the cistern. 
The water is unfit to drink and the cis- 
tern will have to be drained and cleaned. 

At the time the constables claimed the 
liquor was dumped into the sewers the 
charge was denied at the custom house, 
although the water from the cistern has 
been dished out as undeniable proof.

War no one can doubt who will but listen 
to the frequent remarks made by English- 
men in south Africa, as well as in Enc- 
land, that ‘the gold minés m the Trans- 
vaal are worth fighting for and we ire 
going to keep on fighting until] we get 
them.” The British love for gold is pro- 
verbial Wherever gold has been discov- 
ered, there the British haye turned a 
wistfu] and longing eye. When gold was 
discovered in Alaska, only a@ few years 


'ago. it will be remembered how quickiy 


an effort was made to extend the Cana- 
dian line far enough westward to take 
in the gold fields. And no doubt had the 
English government not been anticipat- 
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“it, urged his comrades on. 
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ing the present troubles over the gold 
fields in the Transvaal there would have 
been trouble on the part of the United 
States government in. keeping control of 
the gold fields in Alaska.” 

Referring to the Jameson raid and cer- 
tain incidents connected with it, Mr. Da- 
vis asked: 

“How long would the peaple of our re- 
public stand it if foreigners from any 
country in the world were to come here 
and after getting rich in our gold mines 
would undertake to control our govern- 
ment, and failing to do so would endeavor 
to destroy it? 

“No fiimsier pretext for robbery and 
murder ever emanated from the wickedesi 
cabinet ‘n Europe in its palmiest.days 
than the British demand for a five-year 
franchise in the South African republic. 
If this demand were granted not an Eng- 
lishman in the Transvaal] would renounce 
allegiance to the queen and swear eternal 
allegiance to the government of the South 
African republic as against the British 
government, The iuea was to obtain the 
power to control the government of the 
republic and at the same time remain 
British subjects. Who ever before heard 
of such a proposition? Would the citizens 
of the United States be willing to allow 
British subjects or the subjects of any 
other power to come here and control our 
own elections and our own government 
and at the same time not renounce their 
allegiance to their own countries? 

British Forced a Quarrel. 

“The simple truth of the matter is that 
the British government forced President 
Kruger into a quarrel after he had Gagone 
everything in his power to avoid it. While 
negotiations were pending, British troops 
were being massed in South Africa. The 
basis of the negotiations meanwhile were 
ingeniously shifted vo that @s tHe British 
preparation for ‘war had xrownr more 
complete the acceptance by the Boers of 
the so-eailed British terms wvuld mean 
an ever-increasing measure of submission 
and humiliation on the part of the Trans- 
Vaal. 

“The British demands were trumped tp 
and are without a sound basis, either in 
morals or in law. It is a sad spectacle of 
the strongest empire in the wor!d bring- 
ing domireering pressure to bear upon a 
tiny republic to influence a change of cer- 
tain domestic policies, which are, in ho 
sense, a part of the »usiness of that em- 
pire. For the Boers to comply with the 
demands of the British government would 
have meant the sacrifice of every vestige 
of essential sovereignty belonging to the 
Transvaal as an independent republic. 

“The question of the nuturalization of 
foreigners in the South African repuolic 
is no more the business of the British 
vovernment than are the naturalization 
laws of the republic of Mexico a matter 
of concern to the repuwne of the United 
States of America. It is one of those 
questions of internal policy that pertains 
only to the Transvaal government, 

“The Boers have been greatly abused by 
the British because it is alleged they be- 
gan the war. In other words, the Boers 
were too hasty; they would not wait until 
all the British troops had arrived in South 
Africa. Who ever hearac of such non- 
sense? That great civilized nation of 
400,000,000 of people are complaining be- 
cause the people of the two little repub- 
lics, who do not number. all told, more 
than 300,000 people, including men, women 
and children, insisted upon issuing their 
ultimatum and then preceeded to give 
battle before the British hosts should ar- 
rive. While on the Boer side, all told, 
there were not more than 30,000 men, and 
these had but a few inferior cannon and 
no bayonets or swords at all. Practically 
the only arms they had were Mauser 
rifles. 

“One Boer to ten British. And yet the 
Boers were rot trained soldiers; only sim 

ple, plain farmers; iike the thousands of 
rugged farmers in our own country. They 
are just plain, commen people, preciscly 
the same kind of people that Abrahan 
Lincoln loved. 

“As citizens of the greatest republic in 
the world, with which side should we sym- 
pathize? I say our sympathies shovld go 
out to that brave little band of patriots 
who are struggling to keep alive forever 
the fires of liberty upon the altars cf those 
two young republics. 

“We have seen many charges made by 
British officers and British newspaper cor- 
respondents that the Boers have frequent- 
ly outraged the white flag and the Red 
Cross flag. Upon investigation, not only 
among the Boers themselves, but among 
the 4,000 British prisoners, including the 
officers, who were at Pretoria when we 
were there, we learned that these charges 
were absolutely unfounded. On the con- 
trary we did learn that this was a set up 
job to decéive not only the people of Great 
Britain at home, but to deceive the peo- 
ples of other civilized countries. The 
truth, is I defy contradiction that the 
@ritish soldiers themselves are the parties 
who violated many of the rules of civil- 
ized warfare, and frequently ignored the 
white flag and also the Red Cross flag. 
It was my fortune to witness some of 
these scenes myself. On the top of Spion 
kop, when that wonderful battle was al 
most over, a young Boer soldier—not more 
than seventeen years of age—was pass- 
ing by a wounded British soldier, and the 
British soldier asked him for a drink of 
water; as the tender hearted Boer lad 
was kneeling down by his side to let him 
drink water from his own.canteen, that 
British soldier thrust a bayonet into the 
poor boy’s side. And I myself talked with 
him, and, kneeling by him, shed tears 
when he died. 

“During the battle of Dundee there was 
a lutl on the firing line for a time, on ac- 
count of the Boers seeing a buggy ap- 
proaching them rapidly and floating a 
white flag. All awaited its arrival. Ata 
distance of about 600 yards from them the 
buggy stopped, wheeled about, dropped 
the white flag and that innocent looking 
buggy was suddenly transformed into a 
murderous maxim gun, which felled near- 
ly a dozen Boers. I talked with the man 
who captured that flag and saw it myself. 
It was a white flag with a small black 
stripe through the center, but at a short 
distance away it seemed perfectly white: 
that flag is now in the possession of Colo- 
nel Blake, the brave American soldier 
who commands the Irish brigade, which 
is composed almost entirely of Irish-Amer- 
icans, and, no braver men are in the Boer 
army, said General Joubert to me.” 


How Spion Kop Was Won. 


Mr. Davis described the storming of 
Spion kop by the Boers, after the British 
had occupied it. and his own visit to the 
battledfield seven davs later. 

“When the fight began,’ he said, ‘‘a 
giant Boer, in the prime of strength and 
manhood, was seen carrying a small Boer 
flag; in a short time he fell to rise no 
more. Then an old white-haired veteran 
picked up the fallen banner and, waving 
With flowing 
hair and flashing eyes the old man rushed 
on, but suddenly a shell laid him low: ere 
the little flag touched the ground, how- 
ever, a barefooted lad, only thirteen years 
of age, who had been fighting in his shirt 
Sleeves, leaped like a panther to the old 
man’s side and, snatching the flag from 
his grandfather's nerveless hand, raised 
it aloft and pushed on. A mighty shout 
arose from the Boers as they saw that 
gallant deed, and with renewed courage 
they made a fearful charge, following the 
flag they. rushed like an avalanche over 
the British trenches and Spion kop was 
won.” 

General Burgers, the Boer commander, 
had made repeated attempts to secure 
cessation of artillery fire that the dead 
might be buried, but for several days 
without success. Finally Genera) Builer 
accepted the Boer proposal to bury the 
British dead and offered to pay the bill. 

“General Burgers regarded this reply as 
an insult,’’ Mr. Davis asserted, ‘“‘but, nev- 
ertheless, concluded to bury the British 
dead. Then I visited the top of Spion’s 
kop and saw there the most horrible 
sight that could be imagined. Upon every 
hand were helmets, belts, canteens, bayo- 
nets and w apparel 
covered with clotted blood. We saw feet 


scattered about . 


and hands protruding through the ground, 
all swollen and skin burst asunder, while 
the rest of the body was covered with a 
thin coating of earth. The eaplanation 
was that these poor British soldiers had 
been buried by their comrades under only 
a few inches cf dirt. In other places we 
Saw sceres of dead British soldiers lying 
on the top of the ground just where they 
had fallen, no attempt having been made 
to bury them. 

“As we descended from the hill we met 
the Boers going up to bury the British 
dead, who had been so sadly neglected by 
their own comrades and ccmmanders, who 
amuse themselves by calling the Boers 
Savages. 

“Brave were the ancient Greeks of 
Athens and Sparta, who, with their allies, 
stood up to battle and to die to defend 
themselves against Asiatic invasion. 
Brave was Alexander the Great and his 
Macedonians on the battlefield of Issus, 
where they won a victory against over- 
wonelming odds. Brave was the struggle 
of the Tyrolese against the jegions of 
Napoleon. Brave the stand made by the 
Switzers for liberty against the Hapsburg. 
Brave the wonderful, charge of Pickett’s 
men and the equally brave defense of the 
union trocps on the crimson heights of 
Gettysburg. Brave were the heroic dead 
who fell at Salamis and Marathon. 
Brave. indeed, were the famous sv at 
Thermopylae. But equally brave, gallant 
and chivalrous are the humble peasants 
of the veldt, who, defending the passes 
of the Drakensberg, or seeking death, 
climbing the rugged sides of Spion’s kop, 
willing to die, if need be, to save their 
beloved republica from the British yoke of 
oppression. 

“These men have the same spirit that 
prompted the farmers to face death for 
liberty at Lexington green; that nerved 
the arms of Americans at Saratoga, Bun- 
ker Hill and Brandywine; that warmed 
the hearts of Washirgton and his shiver- 
ing patriots at Valley Forge; and at New 
Orleans, where Jackson and his men 
taught England that cesier were it to 
hurl the rooted mountain from its base 
than to force the yoke of siavery upon 
men determined to be free. 

“Then, why should we not sympathize 
with them? Why should not the greatest 
republic in the world assist the smallest 
of republics? Is the word ‘liberty’ to be- 
come obsolete in our national lexicon? 
Must this greatest republic of the world’s 
history chain its destiny to the chariot 
wheels of the British empire in her mad 
race for land und gold? Shall the fair 
name of this great republic, whose prow- 
ess on land and sea has been the marvel 
of the eentury, be used in Europe, by 
British officials and the British press,. as 
a menace to other European powers who 
are anxious to assist the Boers in their 
brave struggle for freedom and independ- 
ence? : 

“Let us not drift away from the prin- 
ciples and doctrines of our fathers. Let 
us listen to the ery for help from all who 
struggle for Mberty and justice. Let it 
not be said by future historians that this 
great republic arose in splendor and 
grander, that made the world stare, but 
it hated justice and liberty, It halted on 
its bright and shining march; it fell, and 
as it was going down the despotisms of 
earth® grinning from the tops of bloody 
thrones, shouted,.‘We told you so, We told 
vou so.’ Ch, may the eighty millions of 
American freemen see to it that the world 
may know that their sympathies are not 
with Great Britain, but with the strug- 
gling Boers, and let it be known that they 
believe the ervel war waged in, South 
Africa should stop, and stop at once.”’ 

Resolutions Meet Opposition. 

At the corclusion of Mr. Davis’s address, 
P. Louter Wessels, special commissioner 
from the South African republic, made a 
brief address. Then Chairman Moran of- 
fercd a series of resolutions expressing 
“our deep and heartfelt sympathies for 
the heroic patriots of the South African 
republics in their immortal fight for their 
homes and liberty ard our admiration of 
their indomitable courag?2 and unexampled 
heroism in their wonderful struggle 
against the British enenties of republican 
government, commending The Washing- 
ton Post for its werk in behalf of the 
South-African republics; thanking Mr.

Soldiers Sleeping Peacefully 
Are Surrounded by Boers 


SURPRISE WAS COMPLETE 


Creat Cleverness of Transvaal Officers

BRITONS APPEAR TO BE CARELESS 


Broadwood’s Rear Was Driven Into 
a Boer Trap Without the 
Least Trouble—The War 
Office Is Reticent on 
the Matter. 


London, April 9.—4:0 a. m.—A Boer ac- 
count of the Bloemfontein waterworks af- 
fa'r just received in London and wich is 
attarcting a great deal of attention, says: 


“Colonel Broadwood evacuated Thaban- 
chu owing to the advance of Commandant 
Olivier from the south. The federal troops 
found the British camp in peaceful slum- 
ber, without a sentinel or an outpost to 
give the alarm. General Dewet imme- 
diately placéd guns and the commandocs 
in ‘such positions as to surround the Brit- 
ish, who did not have time to recover from 
their surprise.”’ 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Times, discussing the affair, says: 

“All the details only serve to bring out 
clearly the marvelous cleverness of the 
Boers, no less than the marvelous care- 
lessness and improvidence of the British 
officers whom, it would seem, no series 
of disasterg will ever teach to keep wide- 
awake, 

“The Boers in Colonel Broadwood's rear 
drove his force into the party at the drift 
exactly as partridges are driven to a 
gun. At the drift itself, as each wagon 
descended the hollow, it was shown which 
way to drive, so as to not block the 
convoy. When the guns arrived the trap 
was all clear again for their reception. 
As one who was present said: 

: “It was like a cloak room. The Boers 
politely took your rifle and asi }d you 
kindly to step to one side. There was 
nothing else for you to do.’”’

Assurances 
that nothing nced be feared, even if ths 
railways and telegraphs are cut and 
Bloemfontein isolated, together with the 
news that the ladies and other civilians 
are being ordered away, do not augur 
well.

Lorenzo Marquez, Friday, April 6—A 
runner who has just arrived here from 
Sobobo’s Kraal, Swaziland, says Sobobo 
has been killed and his women have been 
tied up with ropes. Unrest is increasing 
in the country, which is in a most unset- 
tled state, bordering on a reign of terror, 
in the absence of “white man’s law.’ 
Many natives have been threatened, and 
in one district they have been completely 
killed off. A messenger from Bromers- 
dorp, Swaziland, says the Boers are mak- 
ing presents to the queen, and are seek- 
ing permission to pass through Swaziland 
armed.

HARD «WORK OF THE FIREMEN 


The Loss by Burning of Lumber Is 
Estimated at About Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars — Gen- 
eral News of City of 
Macon. 


Macon, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—Macon 
was visited with two fires this morning, 
keeping the department busy all day long. 

The first alarm came in at 4 o'clock this 
morning from a box on Spring street. Re- 
sponding to the alarm, the department 
found that the house of Mr. George 
Clarke, at 710 Spring street, was in flames. 
The whole building had been almost con- 
sumed when the firemen arrived. 

The alarm was not turned in unt!l about 
twenty minutes after the fire was dis- 
covered. The reflection from the burning 
building was so great that the men in 
engine house No. 1 were awakened by 
the light, and all of them arose and 
made an effort to find out where the 
fire was. 

Soon afterwards the alarm came. It 
seems that the family of Mr. Clarke did 
not wake up until the roof fell in and the 
policeman on that beat thought the fire 
was out of the city limits. 

The department had to work hard to 
save the adjoining residences. The home 
of Mr. Clarke, together with the furni- 
ture, was totally destroyed. The *sécu- 
pants were only awakened by thé plas- 
tering falling in on them and just had 
time to rush into the street. 

The house was valued at $2,000. 
was covered by insurance. 

The Second Fire. 


The firemen had scarcely finished clean- 
ing the hose and firetrucks when the sec- 
ond alarm came in. 

It was shortly after 10 o'clock when 
Chief Jones received a telephone message 
saving the lumber yard of Mitchell & 
Elder was burning. The chief, as usual, 
responded with the hose wagons, but on 
reaching the scene of the conflagration 
saw at once that he had as much as he 
could contend with. A genera! alarm 
was rung in and the whole department 
responded. 

There was about 50,000 feet of lumber 
stored in the yards and most of it 
was burning when the firemen reached it. 

Five streams of water were turned on it 
at once, but there was no effect. The 
lumber was very dry, making a hot blaze. 
Tive more alarms were turned in and 
the engines brought into play. After 
working for almost two hours the flames 
were under control, but not extinguished 
until 6 o'clock this afternoon.

Many of my readers will remember that 
the Guard, under Captain Ezzard, went 
with the First Georgia regiment to Pen- 
sacola in the spring of 1861. 


Before leaving a beavtiful flag, the work 
of our patriotic ladies, was presented to 
the company, and the whole city turned 
out to witness the spectacle. 

The captain received the banner in 2 
most appropriate manner, and the com- 
pany went to Macon, where it was or- 
garized with the regiment.

NO EXCLUSIVE LEASES GIVEN. 


Lands Cannot Be Given for Mining 
Purposes Now. 
Washington, April 8&.—Several bills 
which have been introdv'ced in congress 
have been referred to Commissioner Her- 
man, of the general land office, for his 
judgment as to their merits. One of these 
provides that exclusive leases for mining 
purposes tray be grantei to lands within 
the territory of the United States which 
lie below high-water mark. It is pro- 
posed to grant exclusive leases upon con- 
dition that a bond of $3,000 be given to 
insure proper fulfillment of the agree- 
sxrent. Commissioner Herman reports ad- 
versely on this bill, for the reason that 
while Cape Nome is not specifically men- 
tioned in it, the evident intent is to make 
it apply there. It is held to be contrary 
to the policy of the United States govern- 
ment to grant exclusive leases of. this 
eharacter to gold fields, and the proviso 
in regard tO a few thousand dollar bonds 
would operate to exclude poor miners 
from securing grants.) Another bill upon 
which adverse report is made provides 
for leasing public lands in the arid regions

Doctor Hutchison Came to~ At- 
lanta from Virginia in 1878,

Julian A. Hutchison, one of Atlanta’s 
most prominent citizens, died at his resf- 
dence, 16 Linden street, at 1:15 o'clock this 
morning. 

“Dr.” Hutchison, as he was best known 
to the majority, had been ill for about six 
weeks from a como»lication of troubles. 
At 2 o'clock Sunday morning 
strichen with apoplexy, and from tat 
hour sank rapidly until the end came 
this morning. Dr. J. C. Armstead, his 
fttending physician, did everything in his 
power, but after the sudden stroke he 
held out little hope to the family. 

“Dr.” Hutchison had contended with a 
bronchial trouble ‘or 2 number 
of years, and this, combined with other 
complications, considerably wunderminced 
his health. -Six weeks ago he was com- 
pelled to remain at home, and since that 
time he has been in bed, under the care 
of a physician. In spite of °il that could 
be done, his condition srew gradualiy 
worse until the stroke of apoplexy that 
came yesterday morning. 

A Prominent Citizen. 

J. A. Hutchison is one of Atlanta's test 
known and most prominent citizens, and 
the news af his death wi!'l be !earned 
with general and deep regret. 

Dr. Hutchison was at the time of his 
death fifty-seven years old. IIe was Forn 
in Loudon county, Virginia; and spent 
the early years of his life m the draz kus- 
iness in that state. In 1878 he came to 
Atlanta, accompanied by his brother, Ir. 
H. Gray Hutchison, and the two opened 
a drug store on Whitenall street in the 
James block. Up to 189) Dr. Hutchiiven 
and his brother conducted this estat !}sh- 
ment under the name of Hutchison & 
jro., and it soon became one of the pest 
known businesses in -itlanta. In 18 Dr. 
Hutchison’s health began t92 fairl, and on 
the advice of his physicians he pay2 
all business and disposed of the store to 
Messrs. Ed Brown and Joha <Alien, both 
of whom were in his emoloy. Since that 
time he devoted himself to look:ng after 
his personal interests, taking no active 
part in business life. 

In 1896 Dr.+-Hutchison was elected to 
council from the sixth ‘vuard and served 
the city. in an excellent manner. 

Dr. Hutchison married Miss 
Ginn, of Winchester, Va.

The reasons for dtawing warrants on 
the belgian block rebates are easily un- 
cerstood. 

The finance committee had placed $10,000 
the January apportionment sheet In 
the contingent fund for the purpose of 
the property owners rebates 


for their p»crtion of the street paving. 

3y Way of explanation, it must be 
etated that the street railroads are re- 
quired to pay for eleven feet of paving 
on every paved street that they traverse. 
When they. enter a street already paved 
they must refund ‘o the city the cost of 
paving eleven feet. This is what is Known 
as the rebate fund, and is returned to the 
abutting property owners. 

Council Took the Fund. 

Now, vzounci]l took away the $10,000 In 
the contingent fund anc apprepriated it 
for the paving of Peters street. This was 
done by the joint resolution of Council- 
men Harwell, Barrett and Terry, which 
was adopted, and whigh received the sig- 
nature of the mayor with the provision 
that it was not to become effective until 
June. This resolution follows: 

“Resolved, That the apportionment 
sheet, as recommended by the finance 
committee, for the current year De 
amended as follows: 

‘1. That the apportionment to rebate of 


belgian blocks in the sum of $10,000 in the 
department of contingent be stricken. 


“2? That the apportionment of £107,500 to 
the department cf sanitary be reduced to 


the sum of $100,000. . 
‘3 That the sum of $17,500 be added to 


the de tment of streets. and especially 
anportioned as follows: Peters street, 
$10,000: Decatur street, $50, and the ap- 
portionment to Edgewoed avenue be in- 
creased to $5,000. The purpose of the 
above special apportionments being to 
carry out the improvements of said streets 
in accordance with the proposition of the 
county ‘commissioners.”’ 

This action of council left no fund on 
which to draw in order to pav the prop- 
erty owners the rebates paid into the 
treasury. Sometime after this action of 
council the street car companies paid as 
rebates an additional a,nount of $8,402.83, 
but this mcney could not be refunded the 
people unless added to the apportionment 
sheet. 

Placed in Contingent Fund. 

It was in this emergency that the 
$8,402.83 paid in by the street railways was 
credited to the contingent fund to take 
the place so far as nossible of the amount 
taken by council to pave Peters street. 
In this way the property owners have 
been paid about $8,000. 

This amount the mayor told council last 
Monday had been pa-i illegally, and he 
announced at the same time that the 
comptroller was liable to the city for the 
“mount. Comptroller Goldsmith an- 
nounced in council that it had been done 
with the understanding of the mayor, and 
this the latter official denied, saying that 
he knew nothing of the transaction. 

Comptroller Goldsmith said that the 
mayor knew perfectly well that the rebate 
fund money had been placed in the con- 
tingent fvncé, and announced that the 
mayor had signed the warrants, and the 
tilt ended with cheers from the Peters 
Street contingent that had entered the 
council chamber for the purpose of hear- 
ing what was done about the matter of 
paving Peters street. 

Now the friends of Ccmptroller Gold- 
smith announce that the mayor knew the 
Comptroller had placed the rebate money 
in the contingent fund. They assert that 
it was done after a conference between 
the mayor. Chairman Pope, of the finance 
committes, and Comptroller Goldsmith, 
and that Mr. Goldsmith thought it was 
fully understood by ail, 

The comptroller’s friends say that City 
Engineer R, M. Clayton is equally Hable, 
because he made out the vouchers; that 
J. W. Pope, of the finance committee, is 
liable, because he approved the vouchers; 
that Comptroller Goldsmith is liable, be- 
cause he drew the warrants, and the may- 
or, because he signed them. But they be- 
lieve no law has been violated and no 
harm @one to anybody—neither to the 
city nor to the property owners who re- 
ceived the rebates. 

There is another feature of the matter 
which is interesting. There is in the city 
treasury at present $15,000. Of this amount 
$10,000 belongs to Peters street and $5,000 
belongs to Decatur street. Whether the 
council will transfer it back to the con- 
tingent fund or will wait until the June 
apportionment sheet is made out is a mat- 
ter of conjecture, but council declared last

hath appointed a day in the which He 
will ju the world in righteousness by 
the man whom He hath ordained.”’ (R. V.) 

Dr. Provence said: 

THE FINAL JUDGMENT. 

There is no more impressive theme than 
the final judgment, Nothing merely 
secular and temporal can» be: compared 
with it in importance, for in its issue are 
involved spiritual and eternal interests. 
In the busy whirl of our médern life, when 
the thoughts of men are so absorbed in 
the pursuit of wealth, or the struggle for 
fame, or the mad chase for pleasure, it is 
well to stop sometimes and ask ourselves 
Whither we are drifting?’’ to remember 
that 

‘'Tis not the whole of life to live, 
Nor all of death to die.”’ 

“It is appointed unto men once to die, 
after this cometh judgment.” 

The apostie declares that God has ap- 
pointed a day of judgment. And this f ct 
is in truest accord with the nature of 
things. In the moral government of the 
universe there must be the deep underly- 
ing principle of perfect justice. Whatever 
seems 19 contrary to this principle 
only. appears to us to be So because we 
cannot see it from the higher point of 
view of the supreme and overruling mind. 
Though we cannot always understand it, 
though His judgments are wunsearchabie 
and His ways past finding out, we can 
anchor our belief on the great truth that 
the Judge of all the earth must do right. 
We know thatin this life there are great 
irregularities of rewards and _ punish- 
ments, 9f adversity and yrosperity. The 
parable of the rich man and Lazarus is 
illustrated over and over again jin the life 
of today. The very justice of God de- 
mands that there shall be a time when 
this condiiion shall come to an end, when 
the good Shall be rewarded and the 
wicked be punished. ‘‘The hour cometh, 
in which all that are in the tombs shall 
hear His voice, and shall come forth; they 
that have done good, unto the resurrec- 
tion of life; and they that have done (jll, 
unto the resurrection of judgment.” ‘‘We 
shall all stand before the judgment seat 
of God.”” Oh, thet we could impress this 
fact upon the hearts of men! We need a 
great awakening. The solemn and awful 
fact that there will be a day when we 
must stand before God’s judgment bar 
has far too small a place in our thoughts. 
We look too much on the bright side of 
the picture, and forget that it has a dark 
side, too. We need to hold a sterner doc- 
trine. There is such a tendency today to 
talk and write about God's love and mercy 
and goodress that we are apt to forget 
that He is just and holy as well, that He 
cannot bear to look upon sin, and that He 
must call men to account for their lives 
if open and continued violation of His law. 

The judge before whom we areto stand 
is Jesus Christ, “‘the man whom He hath 
ordained.’”” He is coming again into.this 
world; not to be wrapped in swaddling 
cloth2s and laid in a manger, as He was 
two thousand years ago; not to be buffet- 
ed and mocked and reviled by His ene- 
mies; not to Le the target of lawyer and 
Pharisee; not to go through the mockery 
of a trial, and then be ;jed out to die an 
ignominious death on the cross. He will 
come next time in clouds of glory. He 
will be surrounded by an angel retinue. 
The earth shall tremble at His tread, and 
the vaulted heavens shall be shaken. The 
voice of the archangel shall proclaim in 
tones of thunder the coming of the Son 
of God. The risen and glorified Jesus of 
Nazareth shall sit upon His imperial 
throne and judge the world. 

Judge .the world? Yes, “before Him 
shall bé» gathered all the nations,” not 
only the Gentiles, but also the Jews: not

Will 
you go on in sin and stifle the voice of 
your angry conscience as it rebukes your 
wicked life and warns yeu of your doom? 
Remember that you cannot escape God’s 
judgment bar. Before that blazing throne 
you must stand at last and receive your 
sentence. 
wit isitherefore, of vital importance to 
us all that we should understand on what 
pringiple that judgment is to be conduct- 
ed. “The text declares that God will judge 
It is amaz- 
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Some of you plead what has been aptly 
termed “negative goodness.’’ You seem 
to think that because you do not commit 
certain flagrant violations of law you are 
safe. -You would not steal nor murder. 
You would not be guilty of any great 
crime against the laws of the land. Nor 
would you openly oppose Christ. You 
have no sympathy for those blatant infi- 
dels that deny the truth of the Bible and 
the reality of the religion of Christ, and 
say, like the fool, “there is no God.” 
But neither will you do anything for 
Christ. You simply pass Him by in utter 
unconcern. You take a position that if 
universally occupied would block the 


wheels of religious progress and paralyzé 


every department of Christian endeavor. 
It would recall our missionaries and dis- 
band our Sunday schools and close our 
churches and hush the voice of the gos- 
pel ministry. It would turn loose upon 
the world the combined hosts of evil 
and remove the chief obstacles to the 
reign of wrong. Remember the curse of 
Meroz, how the angel of the Lord com- 
manded, ‘‘curse ye, Meroz, curse ye bit- 
terly the inhabitants thereof, because they 
came not to the help of the Lord, to the 
help of the Lord against the mighty.” 
They were punished, not because they 
went over and joined the enemy, but be- 
Cause they did not come out on God's 
side. And how striking is the fact that 
in our Lord’s own description of the judg- 
ment scene the sentence of death is passed 
upon those on the left hand, not because 
they have been outbreaking sinners, not 
because they have been open and avow- 
ed enemies of Christ, but because they 
have been guilty of the sin*of neglect. 
“I was an. hungered, and ye gave me no 
meat; I was thirsty, and ye gave me no 
drink; I was a stranger, and ye took 
me not in; naked, and ye clothed me not; 
sick, and in prison, and ye visited me 


not. And these shall go away into eternal 
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Punishment.” You imagine that you are 


not taking side with either the devil or 
Christ. But Jesus declares: ‘‘He that is 
not with Me is against Me; and he that 
gatheré@th not with Me scattereth.’’ There 
is absolutely no middle ground, you are 
On one side or the other. In refusing to 
come out on the Lord’s side you are fhere- 
by placing yourself on the devil's. side. 
And if you stand with him here, you will 
have to stand with him at the judgment 
bar of God. 

Some of you plead your morality. You 
are fair and honest in your dealings with 
your fellow men. You are good citizens 
and kind neighbors. You are always ready 
to help the needy. You attend with 
some regularity the services of 
church. You contribute to 
And you are disposed to congratulate 
yourselves on the good life you are lead- 
ing. Doubtless you have often said: 
“Why, I don’t need religion I am as good 
as these church members. I am willing 
to set my life over against theirs.’’ But, 
my friend, you are making a fatal mis- 
take. Don’t compare your life with ours. 
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whiteness of the purity of God. There 
you ‘will stand, pale and trembling, before 
the awful countenance of the angry Judge 
and piteously but vainly plead for the 
rocks and mountains to fall upon you and 
hide you from His terrible eye. And above 
the shrieks and groans of the ruined host 
will thunder the voice of the eternal God, 
“Depart, ye cursed, into the eternal fire, 
which is prepared for the devil and his 
angels.’ How shall we meet that dread- 
ful day? 

Thank God! there is another book to 
be opened, the beok of life. And on its 
fair pages are written the names of all 
those who have put their trust in Jesus, 
and whose hearts have been cleansed in 
His own precious blood. And if we accept 
Him as our Saviour and Lord we shall 
stand with them on the right hand of the 
great Judge, and He will say to us in 
tones of infinite love, “Come, ye blessed 
of My Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of the 
world.” And then, with a rapture no 
mortal tongue can tell, we shall go for- 
ward to receive the jeweled@ crown and the 
shining robe, and to join our voices in the 
great anthem of praise which shall be 
sung before the eternal throne, —

We acknowledge that we are weak andl 
sinful. We are not half as good as we 
ought to be and would like to be. We do 
not set ourselves up. as models of good- 
ness. We do not point you to ourselves; 
we point you to the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sin of the world. Com- 
paré your life with His. Don't go to the 
church of God and pick out the weakest 
and most inconsistent Christian you can 
findand set his sin-stained life over against 
vours. But take the life of Jesus ‘ urist, 
in all the beauty of its spotless purity, 
arid set that on one side, and then take 
your life, stained and blackened with sin, 
as vou know it to be, and set that on the 
other side, and then say you have no 
need of Christ and His religion. 

3ut I go further and say that all these 
things upon which you are congratulat- 
ing yourself are utterly worthless for 
winning salvation. You never did a thing 
in vour life that was good in the sight 
of God. You may be nonest and kind und 
generous. You may be moral, but you 
are not good, as God counts goodness. 
With Him there is a vast difference pDe- 
tween morality and goodness. There is 
no real goodness except that which comes 
from God. The man that is living away 
from God cannot be good. ’'The heart 
that is not reconciled to God is bad, rad- 
ically bad; and a good thought or a good 
action cannot come from a bad heart 
any more than pure water can come from 
a foul fountain. The heart is the spring 
of all our actions, and the state of the 
heart determines the character of the 
action. There is a principle that lies back 
of all your actions. If that principle is 
the love of God ,they may be good; other- 
wise they cannot be. As long as you are 
living in an attitude of unbelief every- 
thing that you do is stamped with your 
defiance of God. And yet you are trust- 
ing to your morality to save you! 

Some of you perhaps are trusting to 
the mercy of God. You say God is too 
kind and tender hearted to punish a soul 
with eternal death. And you persuade 
yourself that it would be inconsistent 
with His goodness to send a creature of 
His hand into a world vf everlasting mis- 
ery. But the Bible declares that when the 
great Judge of the universe shall sit 
on His throne and all the nations shall 
be gathered before Him, “He will judge 
the world in righteousness.’ The time 
for mercy will be past. The basis of that 
transaction will be God's infinite and 
eternal justice. Every man will be judged 
strictly according to the law and the 
evidence. That law demané&s_ perfect 
goodness. It Says, ‘‘Ye shall be holy, for 
I the Lord your God am holy.”’ And that 
does not mean put on a sanctimonious 
look ,and go to church every Sunday, and 
keep up the appearance of goodness. It 
means that your heart, the center of your 
moral and spiritual life. must be pure 
from sin; it must: be holy in the sight of 
God. The law demands perfect truth end 
justice ard holiness. It condemns sin 
It affirms that 
“the wages of sin is death.” It declares 
“the soul that sinneth, it shall die.”’ 

Remember, too, that the evidence in 
that great final gudgment is to be com- 
plete. The books will be opened and the 
record of your life will be examined. 
Everything you ever did or thought will 
be brought in as testimony. It is a sol- 
emn. dreadful thought. If by some magic 
power I could look into the hearts of this 
congregation and write upon yonder wall 
the life of every one of you during the 
past week, your sinful deeds, your sinful 
words, your sinful thoughts, the deepest 
secrets of your hearts, in three minutes 
the room would be empty. You could not 
bear to face the record. What will you 
do in that great and terrible day when 
at the throne of God, before the assem- 
bled universe, the record of your entire 
life shall be revealed? You may boast 
of your morality now. You may say you 
have no need of Christ and His religion. 
You mzy go on in your life of sin. You 
may drive away your serious thoughts. 
You may laugh at the. earnest warning. 
But when you come before God's jurg- 
ment bar, all your pride will be gone. 
Your vaunted morality will be black as 
comparison with the dazzling

Legyrus Rugiceps Lec. 


During occasional years this stout, black 
beetle becomes very injurious to sugar 
cane and corn, eating into the stalk just 
under the soll, as illustrated in the ac- 
companying figure 9. it is, first of ‘all, a 
pest to sugar cane and the damage to 
this crop, particularly in Louisiana and 
frequently becomes quite 
serious.
